cause of the failures. 
Comptroller of 


Cuirency Ridgely has been in the city 
throe days. 
On Sunday afternoon he 


called a meeting of other bankers in 
the office of President Forgan of the 
First National. 
It lasted from three 


p. m. to three- thirty a. m. 
The an- 


nouncement was made at four o'clock 
that the National had sixteen million 
dollars in deposits and the Hom.e Sav- 
ings one million dollars belongmg^to 
the eight thousand depositors.

total liabilities of the three institu- 
tions' are twenty-six millions.

cipally and says he tried for some 
time to get a simultaneous investiga- 
tion by state and national authorities 
of the Homo Savings and the Chicago 
National banks, and when he succeed- 
ed, he found conditions requiring rad- 
ical action.

factor in politics. He has been ill for 
three months and the past week has 
shown reduced vitality. 


Walsh resigned the presidency of 


the Chicago National bank at a meet- 
ing of i lie directors this morning.

the present trouble.

for any period up to sixteen months. 


"Persons who attempt by force or 


by threats to compel others to strike 
may be imprisoned for any period up 
to sixteen months. 


"Persons holding membership in as- 


sociations which aim to foment strikes 
may be imprisoned in a fortress for 
any period from sixteen months 
to 


four years, with ihe 'loss of certain 
civil, rights. 


"Wnges will not be puid during any 


period when work has been arbitrarily 
stopped. 


"Employes whose health has 
been 


injured by the acts of strikers will be 
compensated. 
It they should be En- 


tirely disabled thay will be pensioned, 
and it: they should be killed or die of 
their injuries Iheir families will §be 
provided for."

IN OHIO THEATRE FIRE 


Merchant Displlyc Great Courage in 


Assisting Firemen to Rescu: 


Inmates of Building. 


J.orain. Ohio, Dec. IS.—Four lives 


were lost in M fire which de.slrnyed 
the VerbecU Un-aicr here early Sun- 
day morning. 
The doaii: 


James Dwyer, aged 
2f>. 


Mrs. 
W:n. Marsh, aged 2J,- and her 


two children. Grace, aged 3 years, and 
Clifford, aged 7 months. 


The Marsh family had apartments 


in the 
front 
(if ilu- building on 
the 


third floor. Mm. Marsh was stage man- 
ager for the theater. 
Dwyer, another 


employe of the theater, slept in the 
basement, where the fire originated, 
from which escape was cut oft'. 
.Mrs. 


Marsh and her children were 
suffo- 


cated by th<* smoke whicb poured up 
the narrow stairway. 


The loss on the theater, which was 


comparatively a r.ew one. is $3:",000. 
The loss on entire building is $50.000. 
Tlie theater was owned by the Ver- 
beck Amusement company of Oil City, 
Pa., and leased by H. H. Dykman of 
Elyriii, Ohio. 


A dozen persons living in the build- 


ing had narrow escapes from being 
suffocated. 
The fire department did 


not have a ladder sufficiently long to 
reach the windows where the impris- 
oned 
persons 
were 
and 
William 


Schultx,. a merchant, climbed to the 
top of the ladder, raised and held a 
second, ladder to the window where 
the frantic meu and women were wait- 
ing for help. They climbed down the 
improvised escnpc and Schultz stood 
in his perilous position fur thirty min- 
utes whlc the descent of the tenants 
was made over his body. Eight per- 
sons wera rescued in this manner.
